He Annonucos Hia luteution to Her 
Majesty— Lord Roaebery Likely 
to Succeetl Him, 



Press Opiaiona— Fears That the Break 
Up ot the Party is 
Inevitable. 



London,' Maroh 2.— I* became finally 
known- Jtlils . aiternoba that Mr. Gladstone 
had mil^e up hia mind to 'glve up the pre- 
miership, and intended to resign on Satur- 
doy. Up to that time tho Radicals had 
boen belleviog that the private representa- 
tiona they had made would de|:er Mr. Glftd- 
atone'from takiai; any definite step. They 
had aeonrod aome aeventy members who had 
promiaed ' to attend a meeting to protest 
BgalDst Mr. Gladstone's retirement, and 
against Lord Rosebery's selection as hia auo- 
cessor. 

When tho news of Mr. Uladatone's deci- 
sion to qlve up tho premiership came to 
them, through a privnto but trustworthy 
Bouroe, thoy could only flod twenty-ono 
men to-day willing to go ond make a public 
pretest to the Qovernmont's chief againat 
Lord Roaebery'a appointment. vvhothor 
this demoDBtration would have had weight 
it is impossible to say. A group ot Radicals 
headed by Mr. Labouehero is going through 
a list of mcmbors of the House of Commons, 
with a view of sending telegrams broadcast, 
tho purpose being to try and get concerted 
action.

T. P. O'Connor, in an interview to-day, 
said he regretted Gladstone was so soon to 
retire, but inasmuch as it was inovitablo it 
was better steps should be taken at once and 
a leader desided on. Ho did not think it 
would avail anything it tho Liberal leadere 
and Irish were to beseech Mr. Gladstone to 
continue the leadership. 

Hon. W. E. Gladstone, accompanied by 
his wife, left Paddington station at 3:30 
p.m. for Windsor. It Is believed that dnr- 
ibg their atay at Windsor he will tender his 
resignation to the Queen. 

Before leaving Downing street Mr. Glad- 
stone received Sir Wm. Haroourt, ohanoel- 
or bf tho exchequer, John Morley,,-ahief 
Bccrotary for Iceland, and -a few otber^ inti- 
mate friends. A crowd ha'd gathered at tho 
tation, and all showed the deepest respect 
for the old man. When the train began to 
move everybody on the platform cheered 
and waved his hat, Mr. Gladstone started 
from his corner, and bowed and smiled from 
tho window. 

The two thousand or more persons who 
had assembled ot Windsor cheered heartily 
when Mr. ond Mrs. Gladstone alighted. 
Gladstone entered the royal carriage 
with his wife and proceeded to tho 
castle. The streets through which 
tho carriage passed were filled with men 
aud woman, who greeted the Premier with 
cheers and tho waving of hats and handker- 
chiefs. Mr. Gladtsone had an audienco with 
tho Queen before dinner, and told hor of his 
intention to resign from office. Tho formal 
resignation, however, may bo delayed until 
after tho meeting of the council 
whioh tho Queen will hold to-morrow. Ail 
tho ministers will attend this council, when 
tho formal prorogation of ParlicNment is to 
bo enacted. There ore but two topics in 
the political clubs this evening. They 
aro the retirement of the Pre- 
mier and the choice of his successor. 
Rumors and surmises of all sorts are repeat- 
ed from mouth to mouth, but news with any 
noteworthy foundation in fact is very scarce. 
Thenewspapers areprinting oolumnsof vari- 
ed speoalation.but most of this matter ia the 
result of palpable guesa work and throwa no 
lighten the aitnatiun . . , 

The Daily News says editorially- : " We 
most deeply and earnes'tly' deplore that Mr. 
Gladstone should have felt it inoninbenb 
upon himself to resign. The whole party 
would have preferred retaining him upon 
whatever terms he might have suggested to 
substituting any other man, however able 
and eminent." 

The News refutes every objection to the 
choice of a Premier from the House of 
Lords. "The bulk ot the Radicals are too 
sensible," says the News, "to reject a 
good Premier because ho happens to 
bo an earl." Tho News says it 
has information that there is no reason why 
Mr. Gladstone should not recover his eye 
sight entirely in a few montha. Advanced 
age, it adds, ia no hindrance to the cure of 
Buoh a complaint as hie, 2 

Tho Daily Chronicle says: "Mr. Glad- 
stone informally resigned laat evening. The 
Queen offered him a peerage which he de- 
clined. Lord Rosebery has received a for- 
mal Bummona to Windsor. He will havo the 
loyal and onthusiastio support of tho over- 
whelming majority of the Liberal party." 
Tho Chronicle says of Mr. Labouchere

CANADA IN ENGLAND. 

Tho "Times" on the Trade of tho Dominion 
— Connections Between Canada and 
Australia. 

LoNDOK, Maroh 2.— The Timea to*day 
publishes another article on Canada, dealing 
with trade matters. The writer says Can 
ada's trade with tho United States is notao 
CBBontial to tho Dominion na trade with 
Great Britain, and tho opinion is expressed 
that tho United States will soon open their 
markets in their own interoats. Tho writer 
goes on lo say that what Canada needg is 
greater studying to meet tho demands of the 
Britiah markets, improved transportation 
facilities and reduction of tho coat of pro 
duotion lo a minimum by a lowering 
duties. Tho writer says Canada's outlook 
is excellent. Her credit is higher than thai 
of any other colony, her industrios ond in 
clinations alike pointing to a closer consoli 
datlon with tho mother country. 

Hon. Robert Reid, minister of defence for 
Victoria, is still pushing tho Canndian-AuB 
tralian subaidy matter and tho I'acifio cable 
scheme.

The well-known batk CarroUton, at pre- 
Boab plying between San Franoieoo and 
Nanikimo in the coal trade, waa yesterday 
reported to bava bad u olcse escape from 
ivreok on Village Island, Barclay Sound, 
and tobe'at present anchored in the Sound 
and awaiting the coming of a tug to tow her 
up to bor destinatioa, Nanaimo. The in- 
formation, very meagre indeed,was received 
by way of Nancimo, to which city an In- 
dian messenger had been sent from Alberni. 
The Indian's report was that the Carroll- 
ton's commander lost his bearings and the 
vessel drifted into a dangerous position near 
Village Island during Monday night. She 
was rescued from her dangerous position and 
ooaduoted to safe anchorage by a veteran 
Indian pilot. The captain of the CarroUton 
is said to blame the non-existence of a light 
at the entrance to the Sound for his miator 
tunc. Word also camo from Comox yester- 
day that the ship Occidontil, coal laden from 
Union, went ashore at Fanny Buy, in tow 
of the tug Tyee. It is not thought that the 
ship was injured in any way, the boach be- 
ing sandy. She would probab'y float off 
with the rising of the tide. 

Later advices from Nanaimo state that 
the Tyee floated off at high tide and 
on the arrival of the tug Wanderer the Oj- 
cidental was towed off the bank at 5:30 
a.m., no damage being done to eillicr ves- 
sel. Pilot Bendcodt, who had ohar/jo of the 
Oocideatal, and who arrived at Nitnaimo 
yesterday afternoon, stated that he loft the 
buoy off Union wharf at 4:30 a. m. on 
Thursday, the weather at the time being 
clear. Shortly afterwards the fog came on 
and the tug ran on to Base flats, the ship 
following. He says the Occidental was 
praotioally afloat the whole time, only a few 
feet of her forward end being aground, 
without any Hat. 

THE FIRST SEALER RETURNS. 

E. B Marvin k. Co., schooner Sapphire, 
Captain William Co.x, returned homo from 
the West Coast sealing grounds yesterday 
morning. She brought 65 sealskius, her 
total oatoh thus far, which were secured In 
moat unseasonable hunting weather. Captain 
Cox says his cruise extended farther south 
than the Columbia river, and although he 
found seals fairly plentiful, the weather was 
exceedingly adverse for catching them, there 
being nothing but a continuous succesaiou of j 
galos, rain and sleet. He reports but one 
other sealer, the Black Diamond, which was 
apoUen in Euoulet on Thursday last, with 
ten ikins. On his way home' Captain Cox 
aighted the bark Carrolton in Barclay Sound. 
He reports bearing of no accidents to any 
of the 'sealing fleet at sea, and cumo 
to Victoria to get a nete^ anchor to replace 
one lost a short time ego ; the schooner will 
probably return to the sealing grounds to- 
day. 

THE NORTHERN STEAMSHIP SERVICE, 

Captain J. D. Warren and the Canadian 
Paoiho Navigation Company have reached a 
mutually aatiafaotory arrangement relative 
to the Northern steamship service, whereby 
in future both parties will dispatch a boat 
twice a month. If the busioesa warrants 
a weekly service, suoh will bo inaugurated 
so that hereafter the two lines will bo 
worked harmoniously. The northern mails 
were forwarded on tho D.»aubQ a fen- days 
ago and it is probable that they will be sent 
North as frequently as the steamers sail. 

THE DBEDOE TENDERERS. 
Tlje Dominion Government have this year 
placed the steamer Princess tending on tho 
Mudlark dredge, at tho outer wharf, and 
have chartered the little steamer Lottie to 
tend on the dredge working in tho harbor. 
Both dredges are now in operation, the 
Mudlark being employed at deepening the 
entrance to the channel, between the old 
and new outer wharves, and the other in 
James Biy. 

THE " WRESTLER " <;ASE. 

Considerable of the barkentine Wrestler's 
paraphernEtlia, such as ropes, chains, etc., 
was brought around from the vessel, yester- 
day afternoon, to Turner, Beeton & Co. 's 
whiwf, by the tug Volos, where they will ho 
auctioned off on Tuesday. All ulainin 
against the Wrestler have been paid, and no 
doubt she will bring a good prise under the 
hammer. 

MARIME NOTES. 

The American schooner Pioneer, lumber 
laden for Santa Rosalia, was towed out be- 
yond Race Rocks by tho tug Veloa yester- 
day morning, but not getting a breath of 
wind to take her down the atraits, loitered 
urtnind in sight of the city all day. 

Stoiinicr T. W. Garter, which has for the 
pastjiur or so been '"it of service will be 
htuiltd on tho Star ways iu the course of a 
few days to bo rocaulked and painted, pre- 
paratory for canuory work. 

Bark Tliermopylao has finished disohorg- 
ing her cargo of paddy at tho rico mills 
wharf and is now taking on ballast stiffen- 
ing. She will probably lie chartered shortly 
to load lumber for ilio Orient. 

Tho steam schooner Mischief, Capt. Mc- 
Coskrie, loft for Port San Juan last even- 
ing, for another load of the schooner Nor- 
way's wreckage. 

Bork Gutenberg comnicnced disoharging 
her cargo at the new outer wharf, yesterday 
morning, unloading a quantity of coko.

CITY CODNCIL. ' 

The EleBlors Will lie Asked to Vote for a 
Loan to Do Their Own Klecirlo Llshtlne: 

Electric lighting waa tho subject that the 
City Council had bjforo them at tho special 
meeting last evening, o by-law providing 
for the city doing its own lighting having 
been prepared to bring before them. 

There were present Mayor Teaguo, Aid. 
Ledioghum, Munn, Baker, Iliimphrcye, 
Keith-Wilson, Vigelius, Styles and Dwyer. 

Ald. Ml7NN proceeded to move the first 
reading of the by-law, which provided 
for the oity conatruoting and oper- 
ating works for lighting purposes. 
In doing so he showed that although the 
present plant was a waatcful one it is pro- 
ducing light at a less cose than tho best 
figures the oity could got from private com- 
panlea. The oity could manufacture its own 
light at §7 per month for a 2,000 candle 
power lamp, and out of that amount allow 
for depreciation. Taking this at a basis of 
300 lamps he found that while making due 
allowance for everything, the oity could 
perform the lighting for $21,000, whereas 
the cheapest a private company oould be 
got to do it lor was §33,000. The oity, 
however, would need eoonorotcal and modern 
machinery and a convenient site for 
their works at the tignres calculated. It 
was a question as to whether the debentures 
should be issued for twenty-five or fifty 
years ; probably the latter would be better, 
as it was uniform with ether city debentures 
iKsufd. In purchasing anew site and pro- 
viding for Imildings, machinery and depre- 
eiittlon the sum estimated was $49,500, and 
therefore the debenture loan should be for 
$50,000. In reconstrnotion a portion of 
the old plant could be atilizod. There 
H as no question that tho city could do its 
lighting cheaper than a private corporation, 
as they would have no water rates to pay 
nor taxes, there were no oaah profits for 
shareholders to provide for, and tho money 
could bu borrowed at a cheaper rate. 

Ald Baker seconded Aid. Munn in sup- 
port of the by-law, and he really did not 
see why the city should buy from a private 
company. 

Ald. Keitii- Wilson backed up the other 
two speakers, conaidoriog it would bo tho 
proper course to pursue. Aa to other de- 
boQtures it was a good plan to have them 
for fifty years, but he would favor having a 
clause allowing tho city to pay them off 
or fund them at any time. As to the 
depreciation of tho machinery that could 
be avoided by a sinking fund. Ho 
wanted to add a clause providing that any 
time after 25 years tho oity oould redeem 
ony of the debentures. 

There being no objection, this clause was 
added and tho by-law was put through com- 
mittee and reported. The amount of the 
loan waa made $55,000, with interest at 4J 
per oout., the amount to be raised anhniUy 
being $2,835 38. 

The'by-law will be placed before the elec- 
tors on Tuesday, March 20. 

The Estimates by-law wAs ifeported from 
committee and passed and the Council ad- 
journed. 

ALL ABOUT A BABY. 

Attempt to PiUm Off a Baby on an Unsns- 
pectini: Husbiinil Falls of Its 
Object. 

Helena, Mont., Feb. 27. — A story 
printed in a local paper brings to light a 
ruse employed by Mrs. Delbert Bedford to 
palm off on her confiding husband a waif as 
his own child. The deception waa com- 
plete for three months, and would have 
never been discovered but for the fact that 
the real mother of the child concluded that 
Mrs. Bedford waa not fit to bring up a girl 
baby. When she demanded the return of 
her baby the putative mother refused to 
give it up, as hei; deception would thus be 
exposed. 

Then Julia Oleson, ths real mother, who 
is a seamstress, went to Mr. Bedford and 
told him that the baby was hers and. got 
Mrs.- Bedfofd's iior his. Bedford w^ht to 
Dr. Kellogg whom ha bad paid $84 for at- 
tendance upon his wife while she was pre- 
tending to be ill. The doctor admitted the 
truthfulness of Julia Oleson's story and he 
ia DOW under arrest for getting money under 
falso pretenses. Julia got oat a writ of 
habeas corpus to recover her baby, but Mrs. 
Bedford and tho cherub havo both disap- 
peared, though the oflijera think they can 
find them. 

Bedford ia half owner and manager of the 
Norlhorn News Company, which controls 
tho aalo of booUa and papera on Northern 
Pacifjo traina between St. Paul and Port- 
land.

THE SUSPENSION. 

British Columbiana in every part of tho 
Province will regret lo hear of tho suspon 
Bion of tho bunk of Green, Worlook & Co., 
better known by its oUl name, "Garesche, 
Green's." It is an old Institution, and was 
in its day hold in high estimation by the 
people of the province generally. Being the 
first bank ausponsion in the province, tho 
news of tho disaster created quite an exoito 
ment in the city and noighbnrhood yestor 
day. Aa far as we can learn, Green, Wor 
lock & Co.'s difficulties have not been 
caused by any^ nnnsnal diatnrbanoe of 
the business of the Frovinoe. (Those who 
have the best opportunities of judging say 
that there has been a decided improvement 
in buaineas since tho new year set in. Tho 
trouble is chiefly owing to oircumatanccs 
peculiar to the bank, and to the difBculties 
arising from tlioae oiroumstanoes which it 
has had to face. This appears to be 
generally known and the only feeling ex 
pressed by those who discussed the matter 
yesterday, was that ot sorrow for the firm 
and of sympathy with those whom its sua 
pension will inconvenience. The managers 
of the banks of British Columbia and 
of British North America say that 
as far as they are concerned, tho reflection 
oast 'upon the " local chartered banks " in 
Green, Worlock k Co.'s statement is wholly 
undeserved. It is to be regretted that tho 
assertion was made. We sincerely trust that 
the firm will aoon be able to free itself from 
its present embarrassments, and be in a 
position to resume operations with renewed 
vigor. 

MISERLINESS NOT EOONOMT. 

The Times says that it is charged agahisb 
Mr. Beaven as an olTence " that he left the 

civic finances in good condition," This is 
one of the organ's impudent porversious. 
No aenaible person considers the finances of 
a city or an institution, or a family well 
managed and in " good condition," when a 
Burplns is made by neglecting necessary 
work and refraining from necessary expendi- 
ture. For instance, Mr. Beaven could have 
" spent many times his little surplus on tho 
streets of tho city, which, from sheer neglect 
and mismanagement, were in a condition 
which would be a disgrace to tho poorest 
country mnniolpality. A surplus made in 
this way, at the expense of oleanliness, of 
decency, and of tho convenience of the oiti. 
zins, is a reproach and not a credit to the 
administration that makes it. 

Tho savings of a miser who starves his 
family and compels them to do without the 
comforts of life in order that he may add to 
his board are not in any senee creditable to 
him. And a community of misers, not- 
withstanding their accumulations, would be 
tho moat mieorablo and unprogrossivo one 
that can bo imagined. A miaorly adminis- 
tration is precisely of the same character. 
For the sake of making' what ife considers a 
good financial exhibit it allows the country 
or. the institution whose aSikirs it ooU' 
trols'^to go backwards instead of for- 
wards ; and it ia really not economi- 
cal,, because for tho sake of saving, 
or apparently saving, cents it loses 
dollars. Intelligent and enterprisbig men 
of business are not afraid of expenditure. 
They knoir.- that ilTe^nost economical thing 
they can do at times is to spend money, 
ond thoy would be ashamed to have a cash 
balance, big or small, lying idle when their 
business, in order to produce the best re- 
sults, required it to bo spent. 

A government which is nnterprising as 
well as intelligent, in a new country like 
British Columbia, is not ambitious to have 
a money surplus. Its mombors see that it 
needs every dollar that can bo raised, and a 
great dool more, for its proper and timely 
development. Thoy aco that a dollar with- 
hold from needed works of improvement 
often moans ten -.dollars tor more ^ to^^^ 
the country. Thelr anr^^^^^^ 
over the land in works' of one kind aild 
another which, aid in jts advancement and 



in the progress which, throngh. their intelli-: 
gent manaj^ement, the oQuntry^is., making. 
Such oi iKiriii^'is infiniteiy mpfd] creditable 
to themrth^ h'nndredsAt thousands of dol- 
lars lying idle in the banks, while the'oonn- 
try for the want of necessary improvement 
remains poor and unprogrossivo. The nar- 
row-minded, short-sighted miser gloats qver 
his balanoo in the. botnics '-i money, is; Us god. 
Ha thicks nothing' of the improvements 
which make the oountry habitable, and 
which contribute to the convenience and the 
comfort of thousands who, through those 
improvements, have been able to. make it 
prosperous. ' . . 

The Opposition in this' Province are disln- 
(jenucus and inconsistent as well as factious. 
In their criticisms on the policy of the Gov- 
ernment they do not inquire into tho way in 
which money has been spent. They do not 
oven try to find out whether or not tho works 
and services on which almost all the money 
has been expended are required by tho 
Province, or whether or not it has received 
benefits proportioned to the expenditure. 
They do not as much aa hint that the two 
millions odd expanded on public works sinco 
July, 1887, was not needed, or that tho 
Province has not derived great advantages 
from the expenditure. ' In fact they try to 
convey tho Idea that all expenditure is 
wrong, and that the Government is deserv- 
ing of censure for having made it, no matter 
what was Ita object or what are its results. 
They show only one side of the account and 
keep the other steadily out of view. Their 
oritlcisms are in fact senselessly unfair. 

The Opposition is almost amusingly in 
consistent. In their capacity of oritlos of 
the Gi))vernment on the floor of the Legis- 
lative Chamber, they declaim against what 
thoy call the extravagance of the Govern 
ment. They declare with dififerent degrees 
of violence that moro money has been spent 
than the Province can aflard, yet these samo 
critics have been perpetually urging tho 
Government to spend moro money in their 
respective districts than they have received 
They are moat persistent In their demands 
for appropriations for this and for that pub- 
lic work, and they complain most bitterly 
if tho Government find that they are unablo 
to give them all they ask for. In 
making demands for improvements, tbeso 
members forget all that they have said 
about economy. They know that tho im- 
provements they ask for are all required, 
and they apply for them without consider- 
ing for a moment whether the Oovernmect 
has money enough to meet ali their de- 
mands, and the demands that are made by 
other members equally solloitious to advance 
the Interests of their constituents. Thia is 
all natural enough, and in a sense right 
enough. No one blames a representative of 
a district for trying to get for it all the 
publio improvements it needs. But ,it is 
unreasonable, inconsistent and anprincipled 
in these men after having for years used all 
the influences thoy can bring to boar to 
prevail upon tho Government to spend 
money in their respective districts, to 
turn round upon them now and 
accuse them of reckless extravagance. 
If the Government had oomplied 
with all their requests, and if it had listened 
to all their complaints we venture to say 
that they would every year since 1887 have 
spent double the money they hod at thsir 
disposal. It is surely not for these men at 
whose urgent requests much of the money 
has been spent and who know that the ex 
penditure has been neoessary, to blame the 
Government for spending the money with- 
out as much aa hinting that tho Province 
has received anything in return for the ex- 
penditure. 

The people, however, see what has been 
done with the money. They know that the 
Government have not pursued the miser's 

policy. They do not need to bo told that 
the Government have listened to the ro- 
queota of their representatives and did all 
that prudence permitted to give them the 
improvements they needed. And they 
know, too, that there is not a settlement in 
the Frovinoe which does not bear testimony 
to the liberality of tho policy which they 
have pursued. Tho people must also sco that 
tho essence of tho charge which McBars, 
Beaven, Brown, Kitchen & Co. bring 
against the Government is that they have 
been too liberal and have given too much 
consideration to the wants of the different 
parts of the Province. 



AN UNAVOIDABLE OONTEST. 

There are indications in every country In 
the civilized world that tha time is approach- 
ing when the lovers uf good order and of 
honest government will have to make o firm 
Btaud against tho encroachments of the men 
who have no regard for tho rights of others, 
and who are prepared to do their beat to rob 
men of their property and to subvert society 
generally. Socialists and anarchists aro 
becoming bolder and more outspoken every 
year. It was only the other day that a 
crowd of socialists invaded tho iJoaton State 
House under the leadership of a man named 
Swift, who is a native American. Tliey 
conducted themselves in so threatening and 
so turbulent a manner that it was necessary to 
call In the police toclearthe building. When 
In the open air Swift harangued them. His 
speech was of a moat inflammatory nature, 
and calculated not only to provoke disorder 
but to instil Into his hearers principles sub- 
versive of government of any kind. " We 
are now," said he, " in an influential posi- 
tion, booause we have learned to stand to- 
gether. Are you in favor of taking the 
property away from tho rich ? What are 
those logialatoro thoro for ? They uro cer- 
tainly not thoro to look after your intereata 
or thoy would have done It months ago. 
We will ditch those people. Tho state 
house Is not good enough for you. I thought 
thia was a democratic aquqtry,^bab.i[ find it 
is a capitalists' oountry." It ■"M-'easy to 
understand how these ntteranoes would be 
understood by the crowd to'whom they were 



addressed.'- -It ' would - never ooour ' to 
|;hem - that. - Swift .meant that the rich 
should be 'robbed and the legislators 
kicked out by bonstitutional . niean^i ,V'!|^hey^ 
no doubt' believed thaV.Jf they wero^ 
strong enough that it would be perfectly 
right to appropriate the property of those 
who are batter off than themselves, and to 
take upon ttjemsslves the direction of the 
affairs of the oountry withciut bothering 
their heads about forms or courts or oonatl- 
tutions. 

Seeing the rapid advance which thoao 
sooialiatio ideas aro making among the 
masses in Germany, In England, in Franco, 
in the United States, and. in other oounteies, 
the time has come when the men who . be- 
lieve in good order and in the preservation 
of tho rights of property ohould combine for 
self-defence. The soonor thoy learn to 
stand togother the bettor for them 
and for society at large. The 
quHstions which divide poiitioal parties 
sink into utter iDsignifioanoe when 
compared with the tremendous isauea which 
the Bocialiats and other disturbers of society 
aro forcing upon tho world. It is madness to 
ait Inactive in fancied security and Bay thoao 
follies will soon die out. They are not dying 
out. They are growing and spreading with 
alarming rapidity and they are threatening 
the very exiotence of civilized society. The 
sooner thoy meet with an active and an 
intelligent oppoaitien the sooner they will 
be checked and tho leas horniful they 
will be, The " dangerous classes" to which 
Macanlay was among the first to direct, at- 
tention, are every day becoming more dan- 
gerous. Shutting our eyes to what is going 
on In the world will neither postpone nor 
avert the evil day.

Mr. McGregor will prove a popular candi- 
date to all classes. Now engaged in tho 
clothing business, ho was formerly 
one of tho bosses of tho Now 
Vanoouver Colliery and ia a brother of 
\^ illiam McGregor the mino manager. As 
a mino boas, ho waa extremely popular 
among those under him, and always treatod 
the men well, earning both their respect 
and regard which waa practically made 
manifest when he resigned hia position to 
engage in busincsa. As a buainess man Mr. 
McGregor ahows that he ia poaaesaed of 
sterling qualities which apart from 
all political feeling have gained for 
hint Mie esteem of the whole oommnnity.

"SPOBTIN& TIPS." 

The National Antl-Gambllng Iieasne FropoBca 
to Prohibit the Fublicatlon of Adrlce 
as to Bettlngr. 

London, March 2, — The executive com- 
mittee of the recently re-organized National 
Anti-Gambling League, at a mooting at tho 
Westminster Palace hotel last night, finally 
approved the draft of the bill against the 
publication of hotting news and sporting 
" tips," which is to be introduced in the 
House of Commons immediately after the 
commencement of the new aoasion. The 
following clause, particularly aimed at the 
preaa, will be interesting to the newspaper 
fraternity in America. The movement ia 
influentially supported, and its promoters 
believe that the bill will become law with- 
out material amendment. The following is 
the clanse relating to the press : 

"If anyone publishes or causes to be pub- 
lished in any newspaper, book, pamphlet or 
other publication, any 'tip,' hotting odds, or 
other information or advice as to betting or 
wagering upon any contingency whatever, 
he shall bo guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be liable, if convicted on indictment, to 
imprisonment witli or without hard labor 
for a term not exceeding throe months, or to 
a fine not excocding one hundred pounds, or 
to both impriaonniont and fine, and if con- 
victed on summary conviction, to imprison- 
ment with or witlicut hard labor for a term 
not exceeding one month, or to a fine not 
exceeding twenty pounds, or both imprison- 
ment and fine." 



AUSTRALASIA'S INVITATION. 

Tho Antiiiodeaiis Karnestly Desire tho Duke 
uud Duchess of York to Visit Thorn. 

London, March 2. — Tho invitation from 
tho Australian colonies to tho Duke and 
Duchess of York to visit that portion of Her 
Majesty's dominions was received here to- 
day. It is engrossed upon vellum and is as 
follows : 

" The colony of Victoria, in concert with 
tho other colonies of Auatralasia, cordially 
invites their Royal Highnesses to visit these 
parts of Her Majesty's dominions. Her 
Majesty's aubjoots in Auatralaaia have the 
most gratifying recollections of tho formor 
tour made by Hia Royal Highness in theso 
colonies, and are deeply impreaaod with the 
advantage of such visits in knitting together 
moro closely the distant parts of the 
empire. This Government, therefore, hopes 
that their royal highnesses may be able to 
accept the invitation, and if so will do all 
in its power to render their visit pleasant 
and BUcccBsfuI. Their royal highnesses may 
roly on a cordial welcome from the people 
of Victoria." 

There is a separate invitation sigcod by 
Sir Robert Duff on behalf of tho colony of 
Now South Wales, os follows : 

" Tho colony of Now South Wales cor- 
dially joins the aiator colonies Iu inviting 
their royal highnotsos, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, to visit Australasia, in tho 
namo of the Govornmcnt and pooplo of this,

Green, Worlo'ck & Co.V bankers, yester- 
day Issigned to Messrs. H. F. Heisterman, 
J. Stuart Yates and John" Goltiirt, for the 
proportional benefit of their creditors. The 
aaaota of the bank, the largest private con- 
cern of its kind io the Dominion, are given 
at S610,610, and the liabUitiea at ¥444,010; 
the firm' therefore antioipaies ' that all 
claims will bo satiafied in full, and a surplus 
remain. 

The first intimation of tho failure— which 
ia the direct outconio of tho hard times — 
came with tho arrivol down town of tho 
bueineaa community yeaterdiy morning, the 
doors of the bank being found closed, and 
conspicuoualy displayed upon them the fol- 
lowing notice, in tho handwriting of Mr, 
Worlock : 

ViCTOiUA, B, C, March 2, 18G1. 

OwinK to tho rtUeotiuK acliou of tho late 
fluanclal doproaaion in the United States, fol- 
lowed by a steady roduotlon of deposits, to- 
Koikorwlth tho refusal of tho local chartoiod 
banks to render us any bsslstanoe regardloss 
of the securities ofTorod, we find onrsolves un- 
able to realize upon our seonrlties and Invest- 
monts q ulckly onouKh to meet the call upon ua 
hy our depositors.

Tbis.dtacouraging bulletin wassarrounded 
by little knots of depositors and their friends 
throughout the day, and^eaoh neirooper on 
the scene had.his own nartionlar opinion to 
ofTer aa to the immediate oaasis of the 
failure. To say that it came as a complete 
surprise would be hardly accurate, for 
rumors were in circulation among the buei- 
nosa community a month ago that the bank 
was having a tight squeeze ; the days went 
ou, and the affikirs of the bank proceeded in 
thoir accustomed course, however, and those 
who had heard the rumors were beginning 
to forget them — ihinkipg that by wiao gon- 
orr.lahip tho bank had been brought aafely 
through tho diflicultiea surrounding it. So 
general and complete had been the confi- 
dence reposed in tho bank, and in its man- 
agement, that even when tho notice of 
suspension appeared, few of the depositors 
who stood to road it outsido the 
closed doors were inclined to ques- 
tion tho complete accuracy of the 
figures presented or contemplate any more 
serious inconvenience than delay in the 
satisfaction of their claims, Tho "pinch" 
of the suspension ia moro particularly felt 
by the many artisans, small tradesmen and 
other citizens who had placed their eovinga 
with Green, Worlock & Co , or their pre- 
decessors, GarcBohe, Green &, Co. Despite 
the request contained in tho notice of aua- 
pension that legal proceedings be not insti- 
tuted, numerous creditors went stroight 
from the bank to thoir lawyers, with the re- 
Bult that before evening half a dozen 
Supreme court suits and aa many County 
court actions had been initiated. 

Mr. Worlock was not at bia office during 
the day at all, but waa called upon at his 
residence by a member of the Coi/)NlST staff, 
He said that ho thought tho announcement 
which bad been affixed to the door of the 
bank fully covered all that it waa pnsaible 
to say at present. It had not been, he 
added, until late Thursday night that he 
realized tho necessity for closing. Aa had 
been stated, the assets of the bank were 
largely in exoops of its liabilities ; but it was 
impoasiblo to obtain relief here and io was a 
work of time to communicate with the large 
financial centres of San Francisco and 
New York. The bank had suffered 
in common with moat other financial 
institutions by tho withdrawal of deposits 
during the last eicht or nine montha. ItB 
deposits had never been so large as at tho 
period immediately preceding the financial 
piois in the United Statoe, but from that 
time up to the Slst January, ouatomcra' do- 
posits had shown a reduction of more than 
S200,0CO Those withdrawals had, however, 
made tho liabilities so much the leas ; and 
hia (Mr. Warlock's] individual feeling was 
that svith the assets ~ realize'd" u^on 
carcfally and judiciously, withoal) undue 
presBuru ao as to cause ... a . Stress 
among tho dcbtore, there would be enough 
to pay to every one the full amount of 
bia claims, with a fairly good balance 
left. Tho uaaots included overdrafts, dis- 
counts, stocks and real estate. It would, 
ho must aay, be rather misleading to 
make any partial statement as to the char- 
acter of the aaaets of tho bank or enter into 
any details as to tho liabilities, until tho 
full atateineut liad bceu prepared, but he 
was convinced that, properly and economic- 
ally administered, the estate would pay 
ovury one in fall and leave a balance for Mrs. 
Grctu. 

In answer to a qucation, Mr. Wcrlook 
said that tho ratuj ot iutoroat paid on de- 
pusita in the bank had neither been aug- 
mented nor dooreascd during his manage- 
ment. Ho added that at the time the buai- 
neaa waa taken over from tho Gareeohea', 
several doubtful accounta had been taken 
iuto consideration. 

Tho bank of Green, Worlock &■ Co., was 
originally a banking agency of Wells, Fargo 
it Co., whoso express buainesa ia still looked 
after by the firm. In 1873, the firm of 
Garosohe, Green & Co., was formed and suc- 
ceeded to the banking business, Mr. Oare- 
soho dying tho following year and Mr. A. A. 
Green, whoso domieo also occurred about 
two years ago, aaauming the entire manage- 
ment of tho constantly growing and extend- 
ing interests of the firm. During Mr. 
Qroen'a iilnees, Mr. F. H. Worlock, up till 
that timo aaaiatant manager, became man- 
ager, and subsequent to Mr. Green's death 
the Garoacho interest was bought 
out and tho firm of Green, Worlock 
it Co., succeeded Qareeoho, Green & 
Co. Thia waa loss than two years 
ago. With a reputation for financial 
strength, fair dealing and sagacious methods 
extending over a quarter of a century tho 
bank had attained tho cminonco of tho 
largest private concern of its character in 
Canada, and tho diflicultiea whioh have 
lately presented thomselvca and finally 
forced an aaeigniiicnt upon tho management 
cannot but be sincerely regretted by all real- 
dents of Victoria and of British Columbia. 
That tho firm still enjoy the confidence of 
their foundora — Weils, Fargo & Co. — ia 
ovidenoed by a dispatch received by Mr. 
Worlock from them yesterday evening, in 
whioh ho ia requested to continue in charge 
of their business hero. 

Mr. George Gillespie, manager of the 
Bank of -British polnmbia, gives an un- 



qualiiiedxienialto the m^^j^'aiiiitement of 
Greeq,, Wprlpji^k & Co. that theitchartered 
baokij ^reloae^ t iidvanoe^. ', Large ,,amoantB 
had been loanictd ,by his bank' to the.private 
banking "firm ' bh - several dccaslons' upon 
securities deposited for. the purpose, and 
further loans would bate been made had 
the securities offered been of a satisfactory 
nature. He understood that the Bank of 
British North America had made 
similar advauoea. Being queationod aa 
to the probable effect of tho sus- 
pension upon general busineaa, Mr. Gil- 
lespio expressed the opinion that no serious 
results would follow. It was a fact that the 
chartered banks of tho city could report 
buaineas improved since the beginning of 
tho year, Green, Worlock & Co. had been 
transacting a large business, and tho depres- 
sion which has exiatud for over a year com- 
pelled them to find funds for their customers 
to a greater extent than anticipated, and at 
tho same time they could not 
realize as quickly aa necessary upon 
thoir aeourltioa. This latter fact, 
tho large withdrawal of deposits and tho 
recent purchase of tho interest of tho Gares- 
cho estate would account for tho difficulties 
Groen, Worlock & Co. had succumbed to.

Gharlea Hayward 
(president), Alexander VVilaon, E. Crow 
Biker, A. C. Fiumeifelt, G. H. Brown, 
Thomas Shotbolt, W. M. Chudley and I.

Introducing the busineaa of the day. 
President Hayward, oa behalf of the hoa- 
pital board, stated that at the laat meeting 
of the directora it waa resolved "that in 
view of the preaout linanoial condition of 
the hospital, tbia board is of the opinion 
that the corporation cf the city of Viotoriu 
should be requested to come to its uaaiBt- 
anoe," and tnis meeting had been arrau^uii 
** fortbe purpose of disouaaiDg the questun 
of gra^nting relief to^the hospital." 

In opening the diacueaion, Mr. Hayward 
presented a statement showing the work of 
the hospital, the coat of tbe pvtienta, the 
aggregate days of ticatmont, etc., and 
quoted extracts of opiniona outertaiued of 
the hospital's elEciency and usefulQcaa. lu 
dealing witb the present financial position 
of the institation, it' was sbotra that the 
total actual cost of, tbe hospital, was as 
follows :

This balance showed th»t the hoapital had 
cost over §40,000 more than the auni sub- 
scribed for that purpose, and this amount 
h«d been t:iken year by year out of the 
ordinary revenue of the hospital sabacribed 
for its maintenance and had iinpoverishod it 
to about that amount au the present debt, 
"viz. : $35,000. 

The sums received from various sources 
were sufficient for yearly niaintenanco in the 
bighest state of efficiency, but had been 
unnble to stand the drain of $40,000 that 
had been applied- to bnildingB'and ec[uip 
ment, and interest on borrowed money. 
Once relieved of it^ preeent debts the diroc 
tors were quite sari'gnine of their ability to 
run tbe hospital and meet all requirenibuta 
on its present sources of revenue. 

Considerable discussion then ensued, par- 
ticipated in by His VVorship Mayor Teogue, 
Dr. Helmcken, Aid. H-trris and Biker, and 
Meaara. Alex. Wilson, B. Crow Baker, A. 
C. Flumorfelt and others, from which it 
was gathered that tho general opinion of 
the Mayor and Aldermen is thut the Jubilee 
hospital ia a worthy and necJEsary inatitu- 
tidi'; that it had gencrouijly cared for tho 
city's sick poor for yeura past; aud that to 
nsjist the hoapitnl now would bo like dia- 
pharjjing a debt and making up for neglect 
in the years gone by. 

The Mayor kindly promised to bring the

SUPSEUE COUBT. 

Full Court. Presont-SirM. B.Bcgble, C.J.; 
Walkom and Creaso, J.J. 

Scott V. the B. C. Milling Company. 
Xhis was an action brought under the Em- 
ployers' Uability Aot by the plaintiff Scott 
for iojariea received in the course of his em- 
ployment. At the trial certain questions 
put by the judge were answered by the 
jury, who found damugf a at §2,500. The 
learned trial judge, Hon. Mr. Justice 
Drake, held that tho answers of the jury 
would not support a verdict for Iho plaintiff, 
and accordingly entered a non auit. The 
plaintiff appealed from this holding to tho 
iTall court, asking that the non suit bo sot 
aside and judgment entered for tho amount 
found by tho jury, inaan-.uch as tho findinga 
were conclusive and bufliuicnt to eupport a 
verdict. The court ua abovo couatitutrd 
heard argument und came unanimously to 
the conclusion that tho plaintilF was en- 
titled to havo the non suit aot aside and 
judgment entered for tho amount awarded 
by the jury, together with tho costs of tho 
appeal and tho court below, the court hold 
ing that the learned trial judge was wrong 
iu interpreting the findings of the jury 
as meaning an acceptance of the 
risk, the application of tho maxim 
voknli non fit injuria, and that there 
was contribntory negligence ; but that, 
on tbe contrary, the jury having found that 
therei were more ways than one, none of 
them being suffioient, but that one was more 
expeditious was a finding that there was no 
BuiScient way. Therefore the plaiatifT 
using the most expeditious way, the one 
provided by tho employers, and that on 
'Which the accident . occurred, and that not 
being. BufBcient, conatitnted a breach of 
duty which the employer owed to the em 
ploye, a diity' osst upon employers in unmis- 
. takeabio language by the statute. The ac- 
cident wr.s of a serious nature, resulting in 
the amputi'.tion nf tho leg nt the thigh. Mr, 
L G. McPhillipa, Q C, and Mr. Charles 
Hamilton for tho plaintiff (appellant), und 
Mr. ChnrlcH Wilson for the respondents.

Prayers by Rev. A. B. Wiaohester. 

. Mu Martin, from th8;prlvate;billa oom. 
mittee, reported the WestmlnBter drainage 
and dyking bill to the hoaae. 

PROPOSED NEW RULE. 

Mr Keiti[ moved that the following, as 
a now rule, bo added to tho Rulea and 
Orders of the Legislative Assembly of British 
Columbia: "Rule No. 113— Intoxioating 
Bevoragea— No wines, apirits, boer, porter, 
or other fermeatod or intoxicating beverage 
shall bo brought, aupplied, sold, bought, 
.given, used, or oonaumed in or about tho 
premisea or buildings where the legialative 
Aaaembly holda ita aittings, or in any of the 
tooma, buildings, restaurant, or premisea 
^adjoining the aanie, or in ita or in their im- 
mediate vicinity, or. within tho limit of the 
jurlsdiotion where the rulea of tho leglala- 
live oaeembly are applioablo. 

HoK. Mb. .Tebnok aaid ,he thought it 
would not: be well th£^ the rnlea of tho 
honie ' sboiild ~ be' bardenea'^vlfiiih.' auch an 
addition. The apoaker havinc'^^ioqmplete 
oontrol over the matter it seemed aUogether 
nnneoesaary to propoae auoh a resolution. 
However advisable it might be to reiiilate 
the sale of any thing: in the Innob room^>jjhe 
aaw no reason why any member aoouatotned 
to have a cilasa of beer with hia meals should 
not bo allowed to have it at his lanoh hero. 

Mr, Grant agreed with the remarks just 
m»dc. So far aa ho waa concerned be would 
not nllow unyono to aay whether or not he 
should bring into the house ft bottle of 
whiakty if ho folt diapoeed to do ao. He 
thought, iha rofloliitioii was simply an at- 
tempt on the part of one moriiber to crowd 
doH-u olliera to wbut wns hia purticular 
taste. 

Mu RoiiKUsauid n fow duya ago Mr. 
KeiUi hiiti u'jmo round with a paper ou tho 
s;imo Eubjeot aa this motion, and ho had 
signed it ou the condition that tho matter 
should bo iniip.tly iirn\nged. Ho did not ap- 
prove of briDging up tliu resolution in thia 
manner and ho would thercforo voto ugaiuat 
it. 

Mu, S.\IIT]I said that while not in favor of 
having liquor aold on tlio premisea, ho did 
not think the house ahould be called upon 
to aay what anyone should or eliould not 
bring privately into tha building, and ho 
would vote againafc the resolution. 

Mr. Semlin pronounced himself quito 
in accord v/ith tho spirit of tho 
resolution, because it had somelinica 
happened that in tho • heat of de- 
bate remarks had been made which in 
calmer momenta wculd not have been 
uttered, and people might thiuk if such a 
resolution were voted down that thia intem- 
perate language was the result of introduo- 
ing into the bouse something which should 
not be there. He would be sorry to have it 
go out to the country that instead of being 
a aober and well oondnoted assembly they 
were the reverse. If, aa reported, Itqaor 
bad been eold in the Innob room, he asked if 
the oivio law had not been violaeed, no 
Uoense having been taken out. 
' Mb. Croft considered the resolation a 
reflection upon the ability of members to con- 
trol thomeelves, and he did not think it 
should be put upon the rules. He had 
signed the round robin referred to, but he 
would oppose this motion, as he did not ap- 
prove of Che matter being thus publioly par- 
aded. 

Hoy. Mr. Poolky thought that the hon, 
member who had proposed this resolution 
had done so without proper consideration. 
He thought if a lunch room were to be 
maintaincl that tho members ahould bo al- 
lowed to Imva at their meals what suited 
thoir own particular tuatea. He would like 
to aeo the lunoh room dono away with alto- 
gether, but this resolution he considered an 
insult to the members of tho house. 

Mr. Kitchen expressed himaelf aa thor- 
oughly in accord with doing away with the 
lunoh room, and though ho did not dediro to 
interfere with the tastes of anyone ho 
thought that when, aa had been seen in the 
houao, a member had propoaed to aing "For 
he's ft jolly good fellow " — 

The Si'HAKer called Mr. Kitchen to 
order, declaring that such an incident never 
occurred in tho house and would not have 
been allowed ; and that the member had no 
right to allude to anything which happened 
in committee. 

Mr. Booth expressed regret that the 
matter had eome up in this shape, as it is 
one entirely within the Speaker's juris- 
diction. Ho too had signed the round 
robin, underatandini; that it was for private 
preaeutation, and he was aurpriaed to find 
thia resolution afterwarda put on the paper. 

Hon. Col Baker remarked that poaaibly 
some of the actions of the hon. gentlemen 
opposite might lead tho public to believe 
that they wero intoxicated, but that fact 
should not prevent those who wish a glass 
of beer with their lunch from boing able to 
obtain it. Tho matter now before tlie house 
boing one entirely within tho powc-r and 
jurisdictiou of the Spoaker, ought to be left 
to him. 

Mk. MartIn conaidered tho reaolution a 
reflection upon every member of the houae, 
and ultogetlier uncalled for. lie was pro- 
ceeding to flpenk tf what transpired in com- 
mittee on Friday night laal. 

lIiiN. ilR Poui.KV— Order, order : Knfer- 
ence to what passed in committee is not 
allowed. 

Hon. Mr Davie remarked that it seemed 
aa if it ought to bo in thia caae. 

Mu Martin continued that Mr. Keith 
might think liiis a good election cry to 
raise, but. he would find that it would not do 
him any good. 

Mu Hunter said ho intended to voto for 
the resolution, as Mr. Keith had informed 
him that no notice had been taken of tho 
reaolution which had been signed and sent 
in tho other day. He did not conaider that 
it wt.a any inteiferenco with the righea and 
privileges of the subject any more than is 
proposed in Ontario, where a great majority 
for prohibition was recorded the other day, 

Mr. Brown could net see any great ob- 
jection to putting such a reaolution on tho 
orders, aa it waa not now or. unprecedented, 
and ho considered it no reflection on the as- 
eembly, Tho house had not yet come to 
iiaticulfd or otherwiso oomniittod a breach of 
the peace in conscquenoo of tho presence of 
liquor. Ho would favor doing away alto- 
gether with tho lunoh room. 

Dr. Watt said ho also had aignod tho 
resolution on tho understanding that tho 
matter would be disposed of quietly. Ho 
<|ueationcd if it had boon good policy to in- 
troduce it in this manner. 

Mr. Horne said ho had had no objection 
to signing the round robin for presentation 
to the.Speaker, who ought to bo allowed to 
manage anything of this kind. He thought 
it^dmd ba a'good idea 'to withdraw the 
reaoliiition, tbough,if it were pqt he wonid 
votojfor.it,' >. ' ' ' •.' - ' ■- 

Mr Adams said he bad aigned the paper 
for preaentaticm to the Speaker only, and 
did not feel inclined to vote for such a reso- 
lution art thia. 

Mr. Punch spoko to tho aamo eiTcol;. 

Mr. Cotton said there were poveral 
things which might be said which ho did 
Bot feel InollDed to bring before the house 



now, and he moved the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Mr. Sword aeconded thia motion. 
, HoJf. Mr. Davie objected that to ad- 
jonirn 'the debate now would be to play into 
the bands of aome hon. gentlemen — or at 
leaat one — whoae evident intention it was to 
carry out a system of slandering members 
on the government side of the houae. The 
queation had been asked, what had become 
of thia round-robin that it had not been 
acted upon, and thia be would proaently ex- 
plain. Tho member for Vancouver had in- 
sinuated that there wero some things in this 
connection whiih might not now bo stated, 
and therefore that he wished an adjourn- 
menj— ' " * ' 

Mr. Cotton aeked to be allowed to ex- 
plain. ' • • ' 

Hon. Mb. Davik refused to yield the 
floor, stating that it aeeined to him there 
could be no reaaott why this matter ahould 
not be fully and opraly debated at once. 
Tho "round-robin" he now Had in bia band, 
hixviog received lb from the Speaker, 
who wished the" advloe of the 
government on the matter, as the 
paper waa addressed to . the Speaker 
and members of tho oxecntive oonnotl. He 
had ooneulted hia oolleaguea ond had before 
him the notes which two of them had sent 
him in reply. One of these notes said, " I 
approve of tho sale of liquor boing pro- 
hibited ;" tho other, aigned by tho Cnlef 
Commissioner, 8»id, " I quite approve of 
atopping any sale of liquor." 
Hon, Mr. Beaven— Is it sold, then? 
Hon. Mr. Oavie continued that whilo the 
government wero about to tuko action thoy 
found this resolution placed upon tho order 
pnpiir. Ita intention was, ho thought, not 
BO much to atop tho sale of liquor, but to 
give and opportunity for insinuation and 
oUndor against inembors of tho houao, auoh 
BB in tho false atatoment forced upon tho 
house to-day, before Mr. Speaker could atop 
it, that the other evening one hon. mcmbor 
waa ao far gone that ho had tried to aing 
" For ho'a a golly good follow." Uc thought 
thia matter should 1)0 disoueaod as 
fully aa deairod and diaposcd of now, 
Mu. Cotton complained of the attack 
.vhich ho said had been made upon mom- 
bora on his aiilo < f tho houao. Ho said ho 
was not award of hia own knowledge that 
liquor had been aold on the premiaea, and 
had therefore refused to sign tho round 
robin. His solo objection in movingfor an ad- 
journment waa that the Spoaker might h&vo 
an opportunity of dealing with tho matter. 

Mr. Sword aaid, aa the aeconder of tho 
motion, he oould quite oonfirm thia atate- 
mont. He proteated againat the inainuation 
which be aaid had been madq againat him. 

Hon. Mb. Davie aaid hia remarka had 
cot referred to either of the two gentlemen 
who had just apoken. Heobjaoted to any 
adjournment becaute it would permit the 
alimo which had been thrown in this oon- 
nootlon to be covered up. 

Mu. Cotton withdrew his motion to ad- 
journ the debate. 

Dr. Milne aaid though ho too had aigned 
the round robin ho did not wish to have tho 
matter brought before the houao, tho luuoh 
room being under tho control of the Spoaker. 
H« would like to boo the sale of liquor put a 
■top to; in tact it could not legally go on 
without a license from tho city. Ho wua 
sorry to see the resolution ou the ordor 
paper, because he did not think it would 
add to the dignity of the house. 

Hon. Mr. Bbavkk disagreed with the 
contention that the matter waa one aolely 
for the Speaker to deal with, aa ho folt that 
the Speaker had no authority to enforce any 
such rule which ho might make. On thia 
ground he bad refused to aign the paper 
which Mr. Keith had brought to him. He 
aaw, however, that there were some twenty 
names attached to it. He believed a resolu- 
tion similar to thia had been brought up in 
tho Dominion houae. Ho did not agree 
with those who aaid the lunch room ought 
to be abolished, for ho knew it waa a very 
creat convenience to members who had to 
be over hero all day. Ho had never, how- 
ever, hoard it eugccatod before that liquor 
vr<iB sold there, and auch a sale would bo 
against the city statutes. 

Hon, Mu. Davie aaid ho was not in the 
house at the outset of tho diacuasion, and 
therefore did not hear the remarks, if any, 
made by the mover. In what he bad said, 
or in' wha't'he intended to say, he did not 
wiab to convey the imprrsjion that hon. 
members wero not actuated by a dosirc 
to advance the beat interests of the 
house, except in one case. If thia 
were a motion for tho purpoae of reatrioting 
or prohibiting the sale of ajiirituous liquors 
entirely, iuaido or outside of the houae, 
without some of the oharaoteriatlos to which 
ho had alluded, ho should have been in 
clinod to vote for it. If tho matter had been 
allowed to reat with the round robin he 
would have been found quito in accord 
with the requsat there made. Ho did not 
stand second to Mr. Hunter or any other 
mcmbor in hia earnest dcsiro to see tho 
rising generation protected from tho India 
criminate sale or u«o of intoxicating liquors; 
and ho did not forgot tho fact that he, aa 
other inembors ot tho houao, had little chil- 
dren growing up who would by-and-byo 
pass out of hia oontrol, or from whom thoir 
guardian may bo token away ; and ho waa 
Bccond to none in hie earnest dcsiro to ace 
the Bale of Intoxicating liquors brought 
under auoh control that tho poaco and com- 
f.)rt of tho houaeliold ah'ill not bo mi uicod. 
Ho felt a due apprth-'naion of what .night 
take place in tho abpouco of auoh control. 
Thoro wore, however, many other ovils re- 
quiring attention— tho cigarette habit, for 
inatanco being eyon more pernicioua to tho 
welfare of tho rising generation than tho 
liquor habit, for there ore many to whom 
liquor ia diataateful who will uae cigarettes 
to an extent diaaatrous to thoir bodily 
health. When a general motion on these 
subjects oomea before tho houae be would 
know how to deal with it. This, however, 
waa notamotionof that kind, and on tho put 
of one hon. member was merely tho occasion, 
as he had already said, of throwing slimn. 
Though Mr. Kitchen had been called to 
order tie had succeeded in pabllahingbis falsa 
in,<inuation that it waa becauao of the intro- 
duutinn of liquor here that one hon. gentle- 
man had proposed to sing, " For he's a jolly 
good fellow." 

TheSi'eakkr said the house should re- 
gard theso words of Mr. Kitohen'sas having 
never boon spoken. 

Hon, Mr. Davik aaid unfortunately it 
would bo hard to so regard them, since ho 
had Hucceedod in making hia insinuation. 
All knew perfectly well what had happen- 
ed — something quito dilTorent and inno- 
cent — tho other night, during the time when 
tho gontlemon opposito woro ao determined 
to obstruct the buaineaa. 
The Srp.AKEU— Ordor, order 1 
Hon. Mu. Davie aaid ho wua aorry ho had 
tranagresaod the rulea of order, but tho pro- 
vocation to do so had been groat. Ho pro- 
ceeded to read a recently published con- 
demnation of tho scandal-monger. 
Mr. Brown rose to a point of order. 
Hon. Mb. Davie— "I know you don't 
like it." He continued that he had been 
simply reading a homily on slander, and if 
it applied to the hon. gentleman he was nob 
qurpriscd that he should object. Aa to the 
motion now under diacuaaion< be did^noli 
consider that any reaolution of the kInd'WBB 
rrquirod, and for hia part be would vote 
againat it if only to ahow bia dlaapproval of 
the taotioa followed. Withreapeot to the 



remorka of Mr. Seinlin, that if liquor is al- 
lowed to be brought into tho houao anything 
aaid in the heat of debate may be attributed 
to its ciTeata, according to that when the 
leader of the opposition on leaving the 
other morning called his fellow membera a 
parcel of blackguards — 
The Speaker— Order ! 
Hon. Mr. Beaven— Order, order I 
Hon. Mr. Davie concluded that ho 
hoped tha country at large would not be ao 
uncharitablo aa to attribute those remarka 
to anything which had been brought Into 
the house. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Keith said he had refrained from 
speaking at the outaet in aupport of tho re- 
solution because he had hopeti that it would 
pass without debate, If he had been in- 
formed that it was the intention to aot upon 
the round robin ho had presented he would 
not have introduced the resolution, and it 
waa only when informed that the Speaker 
oould not act on bia own authority that he 
had dene so. 

The reaolution waa lost on tho following 
division i—

Hon. Mb. Davie announced that although 
be did not wish to make the atatemunt 
while the reaolution was under diaoussion, 
the government bad already to-day given 
directions to ensure that no soirituous 
liquora ahould bo aold or diapoaod of iu the 
lunoh room. 

RETURNS presented. 

Hon. Mu. TaBNXR presented roturna re. 
apocting tho investment of the sinking fund; 
and also respecting timber royalties. 

TUB REDISTRIBUTION BILL, 

Hon. Mu. Veunon moved the second 
reading of tho rediatribution bill. No more 
important measure, ho said, could come be- 
fore the legislative assembly than one that 
deals with tho compoaition of tho houao. 
Thia country liad not alwaya had reapona- 
iblo government, and if ho might bo par- 
doned for digressing from tho immedialo 
subject, ho would briefly deal with tho 
earlier forms of administration, be- 
ginning with tho colonial government 
of tho colony of Vancouver island. 
The first governor was Richard Bl^nchard, 
whoao term waa from 18-19 to November 
1851. Just biforo leaving the colony, on 
28th August, 1851, ho appointed a provi- 
sional oouncil to act until another governor 
was oppoiiilod, lie had no advisory coun- 
cil during his term of oliice. Tho second 
governor waa James Douglas —from Novem- 
ber, 1851, to March, 18G4. In I.S52 he waa 
appointed also lieuteuant-governor of Queen 
Charlotte islands. He bad an executive 
council, which ho nominated and continued 
until his resignation in 1801. The first par- 
liament for Vancouver Island colony was 
elected and sat from 1850 to 1859. The sec- 
ond acted from 18G0 to 1SG3, The first par- 
liament had six members — the second had 
thirteen members. The third governor was 
A. E. Kennedy— from 1861 to 1866, when 
ho was superseded by the appointment of 
Governor Seymour to the governorship of 
the united eoloniea of Yanoonver Island and 
Britiah Columbia. Qovornor Kennedy con- 
tinued the adviaorv conncil from Governor 
DougUa' term. The third parliament or 
aaaembly was elected under Gov- 
ernor Kennedy's term of office, 
and existed until 18G6. Under 
tho colonial government of the col- 
ony of Britiah Columbia the first Gov- 
ernor waa James Douglas, from April, 185S, 
to 18G1. He was alao Governor of Vancou- 
ver Island colony until tho arrival of Gov- 
ernor Seymour in ISGl. Ho nominated an 
executive council, composed of crown offi- 
cials, gold oommiesioners and mogislrales, 
to assist in carrying on tho government. 
During the time of Governor Douglas there 
waa no executive representation in the 
colony of B. C, and before 1858 the main- 
land waa under the jurisdiction of tho Hud- 
son U-iy Co. Tho adviaory or kglala'.ivo 
council held annual acasiona after ISlil. 
Tho Colonial Secretary administered tho 
government in 180G and 18G7. The second 
Governor was Frederick Seymour, from 
April, 18CI, to the time of hia deceaao in 
18G9. He waa asaisted by the former advi- 
aory council, together with five or aix elected 
members, which gave rise to the name of 
the nine by five connciL 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN~The aix by nine ooun- 
oil. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon continued that the 
hon. leader of the oppoaition would know, 
and there were probably aix elected meinbera. 
The united aaaembly met atNewWeatminater 
in 1SG7 In 1868 the Imperial act waa pro- 
olainit d by Governor Seymour making the 
capital of the colony of British Columbia 
the city of Victoria. Gov. Seymour, per- 
sonally, was opposed to the removal of tho 
seat of government from New Weatminator. 
The third governor waa Anthony Mua- 
gravo-from August, 18G9, to July, 1871. 
Tho firat assembly after the union with 
Vancouver Idand colony waa held at Now 
Westminster. Tho members in 1807 num- 
bered twenty-two, » portion being elected. 
In ISGS thoy nunibtred twenty, in 1809 
Lwenly one, iu 1S70 tiventy-two, in 1871 
fiffcpen, still only a portion being elected. 
Then came tho confederation witli tho Do- 
minion, tho firs' Liouteuaul (lovernor being 
Joseph W. Trutoh, who took ollico in July, 
1871. Wlien the province entered confed- 
eration there were twelve membera from the 
island and thirteen from the mainland 
division, to which ho muat necessarily refer, 
though ho wished to omphiHizo tho fact that 
this bill ia tho lirat ellort on llio pirt of any 
government to bridge over tho gulf between 
the, two diviaiona. In 1871, though the 
population of the island waa the larger, the 
representation waa leas than that of the 
mainland, for it was foreseen that it was 
impossible that the small portion 
called the ialaud should always have the 
excess of population. Until 1881 there was 
no cenauB taken in Britiah Columbia, and 
tho only way to orrive at the reapective 
populations waa by tho voting liata, and 
those, up to the time the first consua waa 
taken, showed that for tho firab twelve 
years the populiition of tho island waa 
always iu excess of that of tho mainland. 
From 1884 to tho present tho population of 
tho mainland has been larger than that of tho 
island, and inorcasiug faster proportion- 
ately. In tho first Dfteen years tho repro- 
sentaliori remained tho same, aud thou in 
188G it was incroaaed to 27. In 1890 tho 
constitution waa altered to provide for six 
now mombora ; giving IG for the islai 1 and 
17 for tho mainland. But in thia bill of 1891, 
for tho first time since confederation, a 
marked ohango has been made in the re- 
lative proportions, which it ia now propos- 
ed shall bo M for tho island and ID for the 
mainland. In dealing with tho hill there 
arc several matters to bo taken into con- 
sideration — whether it is populatiou alono, 
or area, or community or diveroity of iu- 
torest, which should ho taken into consider- 
ation, From confederation to the present 
time no one of theso oould bo said to havo 
been taken aa the governing factor, and ho 
ithbtagbt'it evident' that ibiB mtiat .of neoea. 
ait^'bavia been ad.' ' irtbey oonsidered popu- 
latlon alone In the rural dlstriotB^Uke Caa- 
slar— It would be impoasUiIe that all ia< 



tereata should be represented. Tho govern- 
ment had firat agreed upon tho principle that 
the representation ahould not be inoroasod 
in number now, ^vhatever might be the eon- 
elusion in the future, for he thought that an 
increase in numbers would in time become a 
matter of 'necessity. Though Manitoba, 
with about the same population, has 40 
members, it Was oonsidered that 33 are still 
aut£oient here. It waa considered undesir- 
able from every point of view alao that the 
number should bo decreased. It became 
therefore simply a matter for conaideration 
how the preaent number shall be re-diatri- 
huted so as to secure the fairest representa- 
tion. Thoro waa not the same diiEculty folt 
with tho cities' as with the rural constitu- 
encies, for it was felt that the cities might 
very fairly bo represented according to their 
population. It was found that Victoria 
has 10,800, Vancouver 13,700, Westminster 
0,000, and Nanaimo 4.000. Allowing one 
memljer for each 4,000 gives Victoria 4 
members, Vancouver 3, and Wostminater 
and Nanaimo 1 each, tho greatest difficulty 
boing experienced with VVeatminater, which 
had more than enough population for 1 and 
not enough for 2. The oitiea, with 41,900 
population, thus had 9 members, leaving 24 
for tho 55,000 population in the rural con- 
■tituenciea. Of the gross population of the 
province aome 22 per cent, were Indiana, 
who need npt be taken into consideration 
hero, and ID peri ct. Chinese, the latter con- 
tributing a good deal to the revenue though 
not repreaontid in any way in the houae. 
In the rural diatriota, where the bulk of the 
Indiana naturally are, it would be 
very difficult to make population the 
baaia of repreaentatlon. In tha oitiea, 
eliminating . . , 'the Ghtneso and In- 
diana did not make any material difference 
in the proportionate repreaentatlon, except 
perhaps that thepoaition of Victoria oity ia 
impaired. In the rural districts several dif- 
ficultiea occur. In Caasiar, for in- 
stttrco, thoro aro enormous areas, 
where great industriea like fishing and 
lumber aro constantly .inorensing. It 
has a white population of 5'2G, while 
tho Indian population is 7,000 or 8,000. 
If ouly tho white population wero considered, 
Caasiar would not have a roprosontativo at 
all, and tho whole mainland representation 
would bo centred in tho Westminster and 
Yalo diatricta. As he had aaid before, the pro- 
portion of 19 and 14 ia perfectly fair as be- 
tween tho mainland and island diviaiona, but 
how to apportion those two numbora for each 
of them waa a matter of greater difficulty. 
Ho noticed that tho preaa had been very sil- 
ent aa to the bill and thought that if there 
had been any groat objection to the con- 
olusiona arrived at it would have been heard 
of before now. To come to the partioulara, 
Victoria oity remains tho aamo ; and Esqui- 
malt remains the aamo also, for 
there aro important works projected there 
which indicate an early inoroaae in tho 
population. Victoria diatriot has been 
changed. Salt Spring and other islands bo- 
ing added aud tho district divided into 
two ridings, each returning one mem- 
ber. Cowiehan and Albotni have been 
merged, and will return two members, to 
whioh they are fully entitled by 
population ^nd importance. In tho 
district of Nanaimo no particular 
change baa been made, it returning two 
members, while Nanaimo oity returns one. 
Aa to Comox, in which there is iiiolnded all 
the ialand north of Nanaimo, it would bo 
noticed that it will embrace alao a largo 
territory on the mainland opposite, this 
boing very deairable aa tho interests of both 
shores and of the intervening islands are 
much tho same. Caasiar has not been 
altered. Wealminster district haa been 
given an additional member, and Vancouver 
city alao will have ono more. Yale and 
Lillooot, with the excoption of an alteration 
in their boundaries, remain much the same, 
though Lillooot has been divided into two 
ridings. Tho diatrict of Cariboo, with 
about tho aamo populatiou aa Lillooot, has 
been reduced by ono membar, though ita 
area has been alightly increased, but know- 
ing aa tho house does tho important worka 
going on there, it ia to ba hoped that in suc- 
ceeding changes iiL the conalitution aot 
it will regain ita lost niombor. (Applause.) 
East Kootenay remains the same, with 
one member, but in West Kootenay an 
additional representative has been given, 
for though thia ia not absolutely called for 
by tho present census the government can- 
not shut their eyes to tho rapid growth of 
that territory and tho poasibilities of the 
near future. It'had been foui d very difli- 
cult to aacertaln f rem the Dominion returns 
the populatioB'O.f the various districts, but 
tho government liad been at great pains to 
find this out as nearly aa posalble. He had 
heard some criticism of the power taken by 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in conneil to aoru- 
tiniza tho voters' lists, but it bad been 
thought absolutely necessary. In the inter- 
eata of all partiea and the province aa a 
whole, to take thia precaution to obtain lials 
aa nearly fair as poaaible, to prevent im- 
personation and other abusi'S. Aa thia bill 
made an entire new departure in tho rcpre- 
sontatlon it was felt that thia now power to 
deal with tho liata should bo granted, so 
that tho voting liata might ba aa pure and 
aa correct aa poasiblo. Without going into 
dotaila, whioh would come up in committee, 
ho thought it unnecessary to go further into 
tho matter now. He thanked those members 
who had given the government aseistauCD in 
tho shape of information necessary in mak- 
ing up tho bill, which ho felt satisfied 
meets with the approval of the country, tho 
consensus of opinion ao far as ho had heard 
being that it ia a very fair and equitable 
measure. (Applause.) Of course it must 
bo rather unpleasant for some bon. members 
supporting the government _ to give their 
consent to the nominal disappearance of 
their conslituenoios, or to the reduction of 
thoir ropresontation, but these changes, 
however much they might boregretted, It 
would be seen woro unavoidable. He 
thought tho bill had proved how unfounded 
woro the predictiona that the government 
had in contemplation something in the na- 
ture of a gerrymander, for the 
ouly changes mado in tho districts 
represented by gentlemen opposito had been 
in tho direction of incrcaaiug representa- 
tion. In dividing some of tho districts into 
ridings attention had been paid to the topo- 
graphical featurea as much aa possiblo, liut 
any suggnstiona looking to the improvement 
of these divisions or other provisions of the 
bill would bo gladly received. Tho govern- 
ment folt that, this wac a bill whioh would 
meet the approval of the whole oleotorato 
(applause), and would bury forever the 
feeling whioh had sometimes been called up 
between tho ialand and tho mainland. Ho 
thought tho government had in thia mea. 
Bure fully redeemed their promiaca, 
aud if it did not oatiafy the hnn. 
gentlemen oppoaite, ho thought it would 
bo becauao they aro very hard indeed to 
satisfy. Ho hoped, however, it would meet 
with their approval, or at all events (hat 
they \yould approach tho discussion of it in 
a broad provincial apirit, refraining from 
narrow oriticlama dc amall comparisons of 
ono district with another— that they would 
consider the interests of the whole province 
rather than only those of their d^ii partiou- 
lar diatriota. The government, 'on V their 
part, wero quito prepared * to riBcel/e,Jn. a 
friendly spirit, any auggestfonsaa to ohanges 
in the details which might be malde in com' 
mittee. He felt oonfident that the bill

would paaa into law, and that as a result 
there would assemble hero next year a legia- 
luturo more nearly representing all the 
varied interests of the province than any 
which had yet met. ' (Great applauao. ) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven coinplimeuted the 
Chief Commisaloner upon the fair and mod- 
erate manner in which he had presented the 
bill to the house. He did not agree, how- 
ever, that it hfid quite solved the problem of 
proper porportioual repreaontation. Ho 
thought it would bo generally agreed that 
the principle of representation should be 
that men rather than property interests 
should be represented. He thought Mr. 
Vernon was astray in some of his remarks 
about the early history, for from the time 
of confederation up to the time when the bxtC 
members mentioned wore added it was sim- 
ply intoreat thai was represented, the b.isia 
of the first bill being that there should be a 
certain number of men repreaenting each of 
aoveral intoreats in the province. A gov- 
ernment of which ho had been a member 
had takenono of the two ropreaentatlves from 
Kootenay and given representation to the 
other mining district of Caaaiar, whero the 
population bad gone. He* had resisted the 
change for soma time beoanBe he ai^ed that 
they were both mining dietrlots and that 
the man elected to represent the mining in- 
terests in Kootenay could ropreaont thoso 
of Cassiar as well, and though the popula- 
tion of Kootenay had fallen oQ so that there 
nere only 28 votea oast for the two candi- 
dates at the preceding election, ho contend- 
ed the mioiug popalaUon would return, aa 
ha was glad to see it had returned. He re- 
foi red to the aoknowled^nient made by the 
Gnief Commissioner of ihe asaiatanoo re- 
ut-ttftd from certain mcmb-rs in framing the 
nieiijurp, and said that, this was the first in- 
t inatiou ho h'jd had that the membership of 
the legislative couuuil had been increased as 
thus indicated. Ho oxpretsed diasatisfao- 
tion with tho bill, which ho held does not 
comply with tho deniuud that the majority 
of the people shall rule and shall be proper- 
ly repreaented. Under it he contended the 
majority of tho people wilf not 
bo hoard in these halls. It could 
not or should not bo the wish of the 
go\ ernment that they should bo maintained 
by only tho minority of tho population, Tho 
true theory alwaya contended for in this 
colony had been that tho majority should 
rulo— should make the laws. Ho was a 
little disappointed when he heard the rofor- 
enoe to thoao divisions in the province— or 
by which the province had been tried to be 
divided— the island and tllB mainland. Tho 
"balance of power" idea ho proDounoed 
the moat viaionary ever oonoeiv«d, and one 
which never had prevailed, for the journala 
of the bouse showed not one single occaaion 
where the house had divided on that prin- 
ciple. It was, he held, only the creation of 
those who would stir up strife In tho pro- 
vince. He bad seen with regret the census 
returnalpreBsnted to tho houBe,which showed 
nothini; else but bow the population were 
divided as to island and mainland— a mis- 
chievons and unstatemanlike thing, for he 
felt that the interests of everyone in this city, 
or in tho other cities, ara bound up in tho 
aHairs of the most remote parts of tho north- 
ern portion of the province, and the inter- 
ests of those in Caaaiar and Cariboo are 
likawieo bound up in tho city 
of Victoria. He held that the 
ideaa of those who prepared the first repre- 
sentation bill were very different, when 
although tho bulk of tho population were in 
Cariboo a generoua proportion of repre- 
aentativcs was allowed to the oiliaa in the 
south of the province. He was disappointed 
with tho bill — diaappointed that the govern- 
ment are not prepared to allow tho majority 
of tho people to elect a majority of tho 
reprcBontatives. He deaoribed the bill as a 
mere patchwork thing which ought simply 
to be put in the waste-paper basket ao that 
another fairer bill might bo made before a 
general eleotion takes place. He held it 
simply proposed to continue the improper 
stato of things now existing, where a 
minority rulo and make the laws; and 
though he would be sorry tfl ss? resort tg 
Vlc'.ence in this provinoo, he felt bound to 
aay that it was just anch a state of things 
which provoked people to violence in other 
parts. He had thought at times that it ia a 
great defect in our conatitulion that the 
legislature ahould bo given this power to 
amend the constitution act, for he thought 
that in the past twenty-five years the result 
had been that this province has boon going 
from bad to worse in the matter of repre- 
sentation. Ho did not see what occasion 
there was for 33 members in tho hnuae. He 
thought thb last incrcaao of six had ao ex- 
tended tho power of the minority that it 
became a violent abuse. Tho minority not 
only undo the laws, but aaid how they 
ahould bo enforced. While minorities of 
course have their rights, he did not think 
that any one would say minoritioa should 
rule, and ho did not think the bill ahould 
receive the assent of the house. 

Mb.- Browh oomplalned that he or some 
other member on his side was oompelled to 
speak after the leader of the opposition, and 
that the members of the government com- 
pelled the opposition to make their criti- 
oiema now so that thry could reply to them. 
He noted that the Chief Commissioner did 
not display auch an independent spirit as 
thatahowu by the leader of tho govern- 
ment tho other day when he said ho would 
not be influenced by anything aaid about 
the bill in tho house. 

Hon. Mil. Davik rose to explain that tho 
hon. gentleman was misquoting him and 
that he had said nothing of tho kind. His 
reinurks were in answer to Mr, Cotton, who 
had aaid that tho government had not even 
then mado up their minds about the bill 
and did not know what it would contain. 
He had replied that tho govorninont; had 
mado up their minds about the bill, did 
know exactly what it would contain, and 
would not bo influenced one way or the 
other by anything which the opposition 
might say in advance of its presentation to 
tho house. 

Mil. 15iiOWN prccooded to critioiao tho 
oircumatanoe that while the bill atood in 
the name of tho Premier the second reading 
had been moved by the Chief Commissioner. 
He did Diit acree with the principle upon 
which the representation hid been divided 
between cUtea and rural conetltuondics, for 
ho h(ld that it |g a Renurnlly recognized 
prinoiiile that the poi)ii liilioii of ciliuo ia not 



entitled to aa groat representation ae the 
population of rural diatrlots. In addition, 
If in the case of the oitioa it is fair to divide 
their representation acoording to tho popu- 
lation he thought that tho same ' principle 
ahould have been applied to the tural don- 
stituencies. As to the representation allowed 
to the cities, he held tjiat'by population 
Vancouver is entitled. to/jSj^'membcra and 
Westminster to IJ'' ' ^' ' 

Hon. Mil. Davih— You ban'b give half a 
member. (Laughter) .• , 

Mr Brown said that quite true, but 
the two cities named were outii,led to 5 mem- 
bers juat as maoh as tho two cities of Nanai- 
mo and Victor, a are entitled to Ho 
would not, however, complain too muoh of 
this because thero were other graver mat- 
ters. He did not objtot tov.i.GaBsiar being 
allowed to retain its member,'for there ara 
very important intereats^/ti^.^ 'there. He 
thought the Chief .CommiMiouer had very 
adroitly skipped. through/l)i]i bill, passing 
swiftly ovet^themostinteresapgpaasageaaaoh 
aa with' referenoe to Nanifmolf/In the case of 
Ksquimalt) he'Iiad Baid/'-ihat important 
works aboixt to go forwaril''there jastified 
the retention of the two members, but while 
Esquimau had Increased its voters only 55 
in tour years, Cariboo had inoreaaed more 
than that in four months, and though it was 
said that Ciriboo alao was about to havo 
many important works, in that cuao tho faot 
appeared not to have prevented tho roduo- 
tion of its representatives by one. 

Hon. Mr. Vurnon— You have cot hold 
of tho wrong figares, evidently. 

Mr. Bhow.v proceeded to critioiao tho 
reason advanced for not disturbing tho 
representation of Eaquimalt. He held that 
tho most prominent idea on the faoo of tho 
bill ia to induce the people to 
consider thcmsolvca as mainlandcrs or 
islanders respeotively, thus showing tho in- 
grained sectionalism of tho government aa 
compared with tho broad-apiritod demands 
of tho independent party for a fair repre- 
aontation of all parta of tho country. He 
denied that tho policy of tho independent 
parly ia to concentrate the representation in 
tho citiea, wliiuh ho declared Hon. Mr. 
Uivio had aaaeftud throughout the country 
while declaring that tho government would 
protect tho Intereata of tho outlying districts; 
but claimed that while in some instances 
this bill protected the interests of tho out- 
lying diatricta, and that aa a whole aome 
improvement hud been mado'ln this direc- 
tion, it had cot been dono in the proper 
manner. Dividing tho provinca aa it natu- 
rally ia in tho oonvereation ; ,of the people, 
outside of the lower mainland, into the 
island and the upper oountry, it would be 
found that in the trans-Cascade region thero 
are to each member 890 white population 
and 304 voters j while in the ^cia Cas- 
cade district— as he would term it — 
thore are 3,000 white population and 
000 voters to each member. He found that 
tho iaUnd compared very equally indeed 
with the lower mainland in the nature of 
tho populatii n, but hold that it had been 
given a, member for ovory 2,000 of the white 
population and every 5-10 voters, against tho 
."iiOOO and 900 on the mainland. 

At six o'oiook the SpeakeTi-left the chair. 

After Becc«g. ' 

Mr Bnow.v continuing sftid ho had no 
fauk to find with tho repre'sehtation given 
to tho northern part of the provinco.with its 
great territory though small population, but 
he did object to that being dono at tho solo 
expense of tho lower part of the mainland. 
He maintained that this bill, so far from 
bridging tho gu'f.aa tho Cliief ,Conimiasioner 
had niaintoincd, would perpetuate tho feel- 
ing of sectionalism created by tho gerry- 
mander of 1890. He describid tho bill aa aa 
complicated aa a Chinese puzzle. Ho criti- 
cisod giving tho littio territory of 
K quimalt two inembors when tho larger 
territory of Comox, at tho other end of the 
island, had only one, and urgued that 
favoritism amounting to a scandal had been 
shown to E-quimalt beoauso it ia regarded 
as a safe governmontconatituenoy, though for 
aome reason thty seemed afraid to divide it 
into two one-man ridiuga. He condemned 
the provisions relative to the registration 
of voters, and said that the pppoaltlon bad 
already toUen measures to'ej^sura " that the 
effect of this little dodge should not bo what 
it was intended to b J." H(? held that tho 
principle of tho second part of the bill put 
tho voters' lists absolutely at tho mercy of 
the government. He claimed that tho col- 
leoiora of votera' naniea were empowered to 
ask a man all aorta of questions, with a 
heavy penalty hold over him for any slip. 
Going back to tho division in tho constitu- 
cnciea ho complained that in Delta and in 
K^quimalt, for example, thore were six 
times as ti.any voters per inomher in one 
oonatituenoy aa in another. Thu bill he con- 
aideri'd only a aliglit mitigation of some of 
tho worat fealurc-a of tho preaent ayatom of 
representation, under which tlio few govern 
tho many, and he hold that the government 
are endeuvoriog to olT,ot tho efr.:ct of this 
concf salon by meana of cooked voters' liata, 
a 8ub;.idi7,'2d preea and bribes to oonatitu- 
cucie?. 

Ho.N. CoL Baker thought the govern- 
ment had every reason to congratulate itself 
upon the speeches already delivered on tho 
other aide of tho houso, tho only crltioiam 
heard as yet being the mere blowing of 
bubbles. Proceeding to deal .with tho pro- 
vislonaof the bill he showed, that the gov- 
ernment bad by taking the divisor of 
1,000 dealt fairly with the wholo of tho 
cities. He liad been amaaed, ho said, with 
thespeeohof the leader of '.t^e opposition, 
tho harden of which being' that the major- 
ity must rule it meant, if, it, meant any- 
thing, that tho cities miiat -rule tbn raral 
conaiituenoies— or that they must have 21 
of-tho ,'13 members. 
Ho.N. Mit. Beave.v — I didn't say bo, 
Hon. Col Bakku aaid if tho hon. gentle- 
man had not; said it in so many words, that 
waa tho meaning of hia remarks. Mr. 
Brown's argunionls were measured out by 
tho yard and very difficult to hold him to, 
for while ono moment he said majorities 
must rule the noxc moment /he said tho ru- 
veres, and such criticism i&Very difficult 
to deal with. (Laughter.'y.'^Xhat geptlo- 
man had objected to Nanoim^' having the 
aamo representation as . ' Westminster, 
but he forgot that ' Nanaimo has 
a very important industry- ' in its 
coal mining which Westminster^ has not got. 
Aa to tho representation iu'l^est Kootenay, 
though the voters' Hat migbli, entitle it to 
annthrr member, it mas^' be- remembered 
that, th:.^ liat repreaont8,'.a8'/i8 neaeasarily 
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tho case in a now mining country, a floating 
population, which may or may not remain, 
though as to tho probabilities he thought 
there could be no two opinions. Ho thought 
tho government deserve congratulation 
upon tho bill. They had not only dono 
away with the possibility of feeling between 
the island and the mainland, but in tho con- 
Btituenoy of Comox they had linked the two, 
the member for that distriot having, nieta> 
phorioally speaking, one foot on the island 
and tho other on toe mainland. 

A Voice— Thon he's the missing link. 
(Laughtor. ) 

Mr Sesilin criticised the division of 
aome of the districts into ridings while 
others, such as Cariboo, had not been so 
divided. He dealt with the provisions 
rospooting the voters' lists, and hold that 
tho bill placed a dangerous power of 
interference with the franohise, in 
giving the colleotora authority to strike off 
namea at their own will. He held 
that tho matters of redistribution and the 
electoral law should have been brought in 
as two separate bills. Tho representation 
bo considered had not boon apportioned on 
any system but simply by rule of thumb, 
and he considered the bill a gerrymander in 
that where they thought a cumulative vote 
wonld ba in thoir favor thoy had retained 
It, and whore thoy thought it would ba in 
their favor to do so they had divided the 
vote. 

Hon, Mr, Pooley said tho government 
had in drawing up this bill taken into cm- 
sideration every thing which could possibly 
affect it, and that they had arrived a wiae 
conclusion ho thought was ahown by tho 
speech mado to-day by tho loader of tho op- 
position, who with all hia skill in dealing 
with bills could find littio or nothing to 
complain of. Tho burden of his address 
had been that the bill did not permit niu- 
joritiea to govern, but in olmoat the same 
breath he told how he had oombatted for 
some time the proposition made in the early 
timea to take one member from Kootenay 
for the benefit of Cariboo, bocAuae he oon- 
aidered that a member retarned by the min- 
iog interests of Kootenay could represent 
the same interests of Ca8iiar< It waa as 
true at this time as then that a member 
from ono constituency could represent 
the interests ofjanother, but this was not the 
idea of the preaent government, who wished 
to have tho interests of the several districts 
rcpresontod by members from those places. 
Ho trusted that the wretched distinction of 
island and mainland would bo entirely and 
forever dropped — suoh at least is the wish 
of the present government, as indicated by 
their whole polioy. If thero waa a feeling of 
sectionalism between tho island and the 
mainland the resources of tho province 
would not ho ao heavily drawn upon aa they 
had been for the development of Kootenay, 
Ho considered that this bill had been dealt 
with in a very fair and calm manner by the 
leader of tho opposition, but he did not 
agree with tho contention of that gentleman 
that tho interests of tho province will not 
be well represented under it. Ho showed 
that the bill makes provision for ten mem- 
bers representing the mining interest, thir- 
teen representing agriculture, five fisherlos, 
and nine tho cities — which ho con- 
sidered a very fair representation 
indeed. He dealt with tho criticism which 
had been made of the representation of his 
own constituency, Eaquimalt, and showed 
that although the number of votera there ia 
smaller than in aome Other oonstitaenoies, 
nearly ovory voter is tho head of a family 
and a permanent resident. Thero are very 
large works in oontemplation, and to be car- 
ried on without any doubt, in that district, 
and another thing which ought not to bo 
lost sight of is that Esquimalt is tho head- 
quarters for the navy. Although the thous- 
ands of men on tho warahlpa arc not voters 
or permanent residents hero, thoy are a very 
important factor in contributing to tho 
trade of the community, and a very largo 
proportion of the agricultural produce of 
tho Frasor valley, as well aa of tho island, 
goes to form tho suppliea for tho navy. He 
considered this bill aa on tho wholo about aa 
fair a ono as could ba submitted to any 
leglalaturr, (Applause.) 

Dr Milne criticised tho division of Na- 
naimo district into north and south ridiuga, 
aa ho hold that if divided at all it should 
have been into oast and west. Ho took ex- 
ception to the extent of the powers given to 
the coUeoters of votes, and after stating that 
tho Dominion franchise act is less objection- 
able than this proposition, he read from a 
speech delivered by Hon. Edward Blake 
against the asanmption by the Daminioh of 
the power to name the man to make the lists 
and the man — the same— to revise them. 
He expressed regret that tho bill does hot 
)iropoao to abolish or reduce the deposit of 
$2()0 required from candidates, 

Hon. Mit. Turner said there oppeared 
to be littio left to answer respecting 
tho pointa attempted to bo made 
by tho gentlemen opposite. Ho noticed 
that they hod to a groat extent 
avoided tho bill itaelf. This waa eapeclally 
noticoablo in tho caao of Mr. Beavuu, who 
if there had been anything ugainat tho bill 
would oertaiuly havo brought it out. Thoy 
had made their main attack upon tho mat- 
ter of the revision of the voters' lials, being 
led in thia by Mr. Semlin, who had finished 
hia arguments with aa an illustration tho 
Oiiao of an honored voter in Yale who after 
having cast hia ballot for a lifotime at tho 
end found that his name had 
without cause been omitted. This 
very illustration waa a proof of tho 
absolute uooeaalty for a revision, and for this 
tho goveijnment had provided. To guard 
uguinst any .-injustice there waa to be tho 
greatest amount of publicity, but be thought 
it rather straining a point to' say,' as these 
gentlemen did, that there are not-in the 
province enough honest men to, properly 
revise the votera' lists.. He anticipated no' 
favoritism for the government in this coh- 
neotion any more than for- the other alde.'^ 
One thing whioh. appeared to haye been 
overlooked ini the bill was some provision 
for appeal. How thia had occurred 
ho onuld hardly say, but ho had called tho 
attention of tho Attornoy-Gouoral to thu 
matter and such a proviaion would bo in- 
serted. He referred to Mr. Brown's com- 
plaint that the ministers had not spoken, and 
pointed out that . it. , wouli| .nove been 
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nonsense for any member ot the guvernmeut. 
to get up to answer the speooh of tbo 
leader of the opposition. He must confess 
that there was very little also in that of Mr. 
Brown, which reminded him of Shake- 
spnare's dinner where thero was anoh an bi- 
tolerable quantity of sack for only a ha'penny 
worth of bread, (Laughter) Heoonfessed 
that ba had been quite lost in attempting to 
follow Mr. Brown in tho new division he 
had mado of tho province, into the island 
and the cis-Cascado (laughter) and tho 
trana Cascade. Ho thought tho bill pro- 
vided that at the next election every man 
who wanted to vote will have a vote 
where he lives, and that there will bo no 
uon-residenta or dead men on tho list, and 
thua little or no opportunity for imper- 
sonation, so that a fair eleotion may be had. 
(Applause.) " . , 

The question being put the bill was read 
a second time on division of 21 to lOi' as fol- 
lows :
